About the year 115°-) the Saxon began to take a 
form in which trie beginning or the pi efent TLftgitjh may 
be plainly dilcovercd; this change teems not to have been, 
the effeft of the Norman conqueft, for very few French 
words are found to have been introduced in the firft hun- 
dred years after it; the language mult therefore have been 
altered by caufes like thofe which, notwithftanding the 
care of writers and locieties mftituted to ou\ late them, 
are even now daily making innovations in every living 
language. 1 have exhibited a fpecimen of the language 
of this age from the year 1135 to 1 140 ot the Saxon 
chronicle^ of which the latter part was apparently 
written near the time to which it relates.
